ALL SING AND TALK UNTIL THE 
TRAP IS SPRUNG BE- 
NEATH THEM 


(By t tnt ted Press) 
Amite, La., May 9.— As the 
clock in the Am ite court house 
tower tolled 12, the death march 
of six Italians, sentenced to hang 
or the murder of Dallas Caiman, 
Jejfan. 
An u n id en tifie d h an g m an w earing 
u mask, which was simply a square 
black silk cloth w ith tw o slits cut 
o u i for bis eyes and a Jagged bola 
through which his sandy m ustache 
protruded, took his position at the 
'chopping post” w ith a keen bladed 
axe to sever the rope which sprang 
t h e trap s of two gallows, Handing 
t w o men to th e ir d eath s sim u lta n e­ 
ously. 


Seven official witnesses took their 
chairs In the small walled Inclosure 
surro u n d in g the scaffold. 
They in ­ 
clu d ed two doctors, tw o civilians aud 
three new spaper men. 


Outside the (wull a crow d n u m b er­ 
ing thousands was held hack by two 
com panies of m ilitia men sta n d in g 
shoulder to shoulder behind a moat 
filled with four feet of w ater. 


Tw o priests took th e ir positions 
beside 
N ataie 
D esm ore 
and 
Roy 
Leons, tb s first of the six to go to 
the gallows, 


Plans were changed at the last 
m inute when Joseph Bp cc blo was not 
included in the first two to he h a n g ­ 
ed. 
Boce bio was in a complete state 
of collapse su d had been unconscious 
for several hours. 
Deumore was singing, 
“ Nobody 
ktxjws, nobody seems to care,” as the 
priest k led him toward th e scaffold. 
Leona walked bravely, shouting, 
"goodbye, goodbye everybody.” 
T h# nooses were quickly adjusted. 
The 
only sound was the 
mumbled 
prayer of 
the priests. 
As Deamore shouted, “ I'm going 
to heaven,” the h a n g m a n 's axe rose 
and 
fell, flashing In the 
sunshine. 
The 
trap was sprung and the two 
men went to Instant 
death 
with 
broken necks at 12:01. 
The hangm an ran In terror from 
the scene, hiding from ult eyes In 
the kitchen of the Jail 
until 
the 
bodies could he cut down and the 
second pair brought on. 
While 
w aiting 
the 
passage 
of 
tw enty m inutes required 
by 
the 
Louisiana law before 
the 
bodies 
could he cut dqrwn, consternation was 
caused am ong officials and witnesses 
by a deputy who rushed from the 
jail and shouted th a t A ndrea 
L a­ 
m e n ts , one of the six prisoners, had 
stabbed himself. 
The physicians rushed to tin* cell 
and after a superficial examination 
declared [..amentia'* wounds would 
prove fatal within a few 
minutes. 
Officials rushed him to th e scaffold 
in a race to meet death. 
Bodies of Leona and Deamore were 
cut down af 12 21 and as they were 
being removed, Lam entia was c a r ­ 
ried toward the gallows. 
W ith Lam entia :was Joseph Boc­ 
ci: lo, confessed chauffeur of the b an ­ 
dit car when they were attem p tin g 
to hold up a bank where Caline* was 
killed.

W ashington, May 9.— Under 
threat of dire action from the 
farm bloc, the senate is hasten­ 
ing its new tax bill to conclu­ 
sion. 
Both 
republican 
and 
dem ocratic 
leaders hoped 
th a t 
the 
measure 
m ight he finally passed before ad ­ 
jo u rn m en t tonight. 
The farm bloc threatened to In tro ­ 
duce farm relief measures as am end­ 
ments if lenders do not quickly get 
tile tax hill out of the way. 
About tw enty individual am end­ 
m ents rem ain to he acted upon and 
then th e final flurry will commence 
on the provisions already 
adopted 
which will be discussed again under 
parliam en tary requirem ents. 
The provision for a 25 per cent re­ 
duction on Income taxes for 1923 
payable this year rem ains in 
the 
hill and lf there Is no objection to It 
from any q u arters It 
undoubtedly 
will become part of the law. 
As the hill stands today, It Is a 
complete dem ocratic measure. 
The 
dem ocrats re wrote the 
hill 
from 
sta rt to finish on the floor Just as 
predicted when the m easure was re­ 
ported out of the finance com m ittee 
with the Mellon rales three weeks 
ago. 


MADE A CHAPTER FOR HIMSELF 
IN HISTORY OF STATE 
OF WISCONSIN 


Milwaukee, 
Wia., 
May 9.— 
John 
Dietz, 
63, 
defender 
of 
Cameron Dam, is dead. 
With members of his fam ily 
at his bedside— those with whom 
and for whom he had fought his 
battles on the Thornapple river—the 
famous pioneer Wisconsin who bas 
been suffering from an Infection In big 
leg and dropsy, died at the West Side 
hospital here last night. 
A lthough having been estranged 
from his wife and children ahortly 
afte r he w as released from the state 
prison, approaching death re-united 
them and they have remained In con­ 
sta n t atten d a n ce d u rin g his lait Ill­ 
ness. 
His wife, th ree 
sons 
and 
two 
d au g h ters w ere w ith him at the last. 
C larence Dtetz, a son, said the body 
probably would be sent to R ice Lake, 
Wisconsin, for burial. 
The arrange­ 
m ents are to be completed some time 
d u rin g the day. 
Mr. Diets was born at 
Winner- 
con as. 
For the past twenty year* 
lie hss been know n to residents 
of 
Wisconsin and has had a chapter de­ 
voted to hi meet f In the history of the 
state. 
At any early stage D iets left hie 
home a t W tnnerconne and w en t to 
Barron county. 
T h ere he married 
nad raised a family. 
H e moved far­ 
th e r north to Saw yer county when 
th e opp o rtu n ity came to b etter him­ 
self. 
Beside the little T hornapple River 
near Cameron Dam, he staked every­ 
thing. 
It was w hile w resting a m ea­ 
gre living from th e soil th a t he cam e 
Into conflict w ith the lum ber In te r­ 
ests when, because of continual flood­ 
ing of his land which ru in ed 
his 
crops, he refused to perm it them to 
move logs down through his proper­ 
ty. 
T hen came Injunctions and o th er 
legal procedure. 
Dietz defied th e 
sheriff and a five year battle started . 
On October 8, 1910, Dietz an d his 
family w ere captured afte r a fight 
in which 
Sheriff Oscar H ays was 
killed. 
Then came the trial a t Hay­ 
ward. 
Diets was found gu ilty of 
m urder In the first degree, w hile his 
wife and son Leslie, also 
charged 
with the m urder of Hays, w ere freed. 
On May 13, 1921, Diets w as par­ 
doned and upon leaving th e alate 
prison at W aupun he moved to Mil­ 
w aukee to take up residence.

T he new Catskill tunnel. 18.8 miles long, is tile longest in the 
world and recently completed, stands as a great engineering feat. 
It carries water, and doubles the quota New York has been receiv­ 
ing. 
New York’s normal consumption is about 600,000,000 gal­ 
lons daily, and the new tunnel now guarantees the city a constant 
and unfailing supply throughout the year, with plenty in reserve. 
Tile original contractor gave up his undertaking, and the 
surety companies, which by the way had furnished an $850,000 
bond, took up the work at a late date and in spite of all kinds of 
difficulties, finished the contract a year ahead of the time speci­ 
fied. 
Eight shafts were sunk along the tunnel course, ranging iii 
depth from ITT feet to 647 feet. The tunnel lining is of solid con­ 
crete, 2,125 carloads of cement being used. 
Engineers drilled 
3,000,000 feet of holes and set off about 2,500,000 pounds of dyna­ 
mite. 
Twelve thousand separate blasts were required.

Crow Wuig County Destined to Be- 
come One of the Best in the 
North weft 


FIELDS OF CLOVER HERE 


Marl Deposit* in Nearly Every Town­ 
ship to Sweeten the 
Soil* 


(By E. ti. Hot Ii, County Agent) 


Crow W ing county is following a 
consistent 
program of agricultural 
development. 
Crow Wing county 
at one time the heart of a lumbering 
industry has parsed that stage and 
in gradually developing into au ag­ 
ricultural arca. 
A large part of the 
aoli of the county is light and sandy 
and require* a special type of agri­ 
culture. 
Minnesota 
ha* 
justly 
achieved 
prominence as a dairy state, its but­ 
ter being known 
throughout * tile 
United States as of superior quality. 
Crow W ing county lying 
between 
Duluth and Minneapolis with good 
railroad connections Is destined to bd 
the center of a great dairy Industry. 
Clover grows luxuriantly In 
most 
parts 
of 
tho county, a forage crop, 
for dairy cows. 
Marl deposits lo­ 
cated In practically every township 
in the county are being applied to 
our sandy sour soils, thus sw eeten­ 
ing them and making it possible to 
grow' clovers and alfalfa. 
We have 
located 45 marl beds. 
Thousands of 
tons of this are being used annually 
now. 
It has been demonstrated by 
experiments that alfalfa will grow 
on the lightest soils if marl has been 
provided, two to five tans per acre. 
Alfalfa with its food value, equal to 
that of bran, makes it the best crop 
that can be grown in the county. 
When fed to dairy cows, it increases 
its value 60 per cent and can bo mar­ 
keted in the form of cream, milk, 
cheese and butter fat. 
Corn and soy 
bean# due to the moderating influ­ 
ences of the lakes on their growing 
geatfQ, obtain a growth far in excess 
of that of regions as far north which 
do not have this moderating effect. 
With the combination of alfalfa hay, 
corn silage, soy bean meal, corn and 
oats, we have a dairy ration that is 
balanced. 
The other tw’o require­ 
ments, then, to successful dairying 
are proper housing and the right 
kind of stock. 
The continual use of pure bred 
sires will quickly increase the pro­ 
duction per individual cow 
iu 
a 
herd. 
The average butter fat pro­ 
duction per cow' for 
Crow 
Wing 
county at the present time is approx­ 
imately 125 pounds. 
This average 
can easily be increased to 390 pounds 
by using pure bred sires for a num ­ 
ber of years. 
In the group of pure 
bred sires recently purchased, there 
is no sire whose dam does not have 
a butter fat record of at leant 400 
pounds per year, made under farm 
conditions and farm needs. 
Every 
farmer should take pride in his stock 
and he will do so if he knows that 
he has cows that will bring him good 
returns. 
It is far better that a far­ 
mer have one cow giving an average 
of 300 pounds butter fat per year 
than to have four cows that give an 
average of 125 pounds per year. The 
four cows will not much more than 
break even. 
The 300 pound cow is 
paying dividends every day of the 
year. 
Pure bred sires will build up 
the average herd of the county more 
quickly than any method of home 
selection. 
Another 
system 
more 
costly would be to go out and pur­ 
chase high grade cows. 
The diffi­ 
culty in this method is that farmers 
or dairymen who have cattle for sale, 
sell off their cull stock and keep their 
best producers. 
No person wishes to 
scil that which brings him the great­ 
est returns. 
That is 
true 
\yith 
a dairyman. 
One of the great needs of dairy 
communities of Crow W ing county is 
a good cow testing association. 
To 
have a man go from farm to farm, 
test 
the 
butter 
fat 
content 
QI 
the milk of each cow, weigh this, 
figure oul dairy rations and costs 
and locate the good cows, weed out 
the poor cows of each herd, is a 
benefit far more valuable th^n the 
cost would be. 
There are h u n d r ed 
of cows in Crow W ing county that 
are costing our farmers and dairy­ 
men more than they get out of them 
each year. 
These cows are called 
boarders. 
* Have your 
boarder^ in 
your herd? 
Do you know which cow' 
or cows are giving you a profit? 
Often three cows in a herd of 15 
are giving as big a net return to 
the farmer as tbfe rest of the herd 
put together. 
Under those condi­ 
tions it would pay to get rid of 12 
and .keep the three. 
Crow 
W ing county can 
become 
one of the most 
successful 
dairy 
counties in the state, ~with its • f i g ­ 


ural marl deposits, the soil’s shill- 
y to grow alfalfa and clovers, cora. 
oats and soy beans, 
with 
towns, 
creameries and marketing facilities 
near at band. 
With an intelligent 
and progreasive-mindcd 
group 
of 
farmers, it is bound to forge ahead. 
The pure bred sire campaign Is Just 
another step in the

Marl Deposits in Nearly Every Town­ 
ship to Sweeten the 
Soils 
(Bv E. ti. Roth, County Agent) 
Crow Wing county Is following a 
consistent program of agricultural 
development. 
Crow Wing county 
at one time the heart of a lumbering 
industry has passed that stage and 
is gradually developing into au ag­ 
ricultural area. 
A large part of the 
soil of the county is light and sandy 
and requires a special type of agri 
culture. 
Minnesota 
luis 
justly 
achieved 
prominence as a dairy state, its hut 
tor being known 
throughout # the 
United States as of superior quality. 
Crow Wing county lying 
between 
Duluth and Minneapolis with good 
railroad connections is destined to bd 
the center of a great dairy industry. 
Clover grows luxuriantly in most 
parts 
of 
the county, a forage crop, 
for dairy cows. 
Marl deposits lo­ 
cated in practically every township 
in the county are being applied to 
our sandy sour soils, thus sweeten­ 
ing them and making it possible to 
growr clovers and alfalfa. 
We have 
located 45 marl beds. 
Thousands of 
tons of this are being used annually 
nowr. 
Jt has been demonstrated by 
experiments that alfalfa will grow 
on the lightest soils if marl has been 
provided, two to five tans per acre. 
Alfalfa with its food value, equal to 
that of bran, makes it the best crop 
that can be grown in the county. 
When fed to dairy cows, it increases 
its value 60 per cent and can bo mar 
keted in the form of cream, milk, 
cheese and butter fat. 
Corn and soy 
beans due to the moderating influ­ 
ences of the lakes on their growing 
season, obtain a growth far in excess 
of that of regions as far north which 
do not have this moderating effect. 
With the combination of alfalfa hay, 
corn silage, soy bean meal, corn and 
oats, we have a dairy ration that is 
balanced. 
The other two require­ 
ments, then, to successful dairying 
are proper housing and the right 
kind of stock. 
The continual use of pure bred 
sires will quickly increase the pro­ 
duction per individual cow 
in

herd. 
The average butter fat pro­ 
duction per cow for 
Crow

county at the present time is approx­ 
imately 125 pounds. 
This average 
can easily be increased to 300 pounds 
by using pure bred sires for a num­ 
ber of years. 
In the group of pure 
bred sires recently purchased, there 
is no sire whose dam does not have 
a butter fat record of at least 400 
pounds per year, made under farm 
conditions and farm needs. 
Every 
farmer should take pride in his stock 
and he will do so if he knows that 
he has cows that will bring him good 
returns. 
It is far better that a far 
mer have one cow giving an average 
of 300 pounds butter fat per year 
than to have four cows that give an 
average of 125 pounds per year. The 
four cows will not much more than 
break even. 
The 300 pound cow' is 
paying dividends every day of the 
year. 
Pure bred sires will build up 
the average herd of the county more 
quickly than any method of home 
selection.

costly would be to go out and pur­ 
chase high grade cows. 
The diffi 
culty in this method is that farmers 
or dairymen who have cattle for sale, 
sell off their cull stock and keep their 
best producers. 
No person wishes to 
sell that which brings him the great­ 
est returns.

One of the great needs of dairy 
communities of Crow Wing county is 
a good cow testing association.

have a man go from farm to farm,

and locate the good cows, weed out 
the poor cow.- of each herd, is a 
benefit far more valuable th%n the 
cost would be.

are costing our farmers and dairy­ 
men more than they get out of them 
each year. 
These cows are called 
boarders. » Have your boarder* in 
your herd?

bankers and other business and professional men of Brainerd, is 
putting that amount on the nose of the pure bred sire as the win­ 
ner of better business. 
Pure bred Guernsey and Holstein yearling bulls have been purchased by 
the Chamber through County Agent E. G. Roth 
There are 17 Guernseys 
and eight Holsteins in the lot. 
Some 150 farm ers have signed up to 
co-operate in the plan of getting bel­ 
ter sires. 
The sires will be turned 
over to the fa n n e rs under the block 
plan and one farm er in each block 
will be the caretaker. 
A sm all serv­ 
ice charge is made to cover expenses 
and at the end of two years the sires 
will be turned over to the association 
and re-assigned. 
County Agent Roth 
will assist in the assignm ent and re ­ 
assignm ent of the sires. 
This idea of bu y in g sires and giv­ 
in g them to th© farm ers for use in 
order to improve their dairy herds 
was originated by P. H. Gruenhagen, 
president of the Brainerd Chamber of 
Commerce.

County Agent E. G. Roth has secured 
for distribution among the farmers 
of Crow Wing county 
on 
"B etter 
Sires Day" are a number of the fam­ 
ous Langw ater Levity strain, known 
the country over for Its heavy milk 
producing records. 
Hoard's Dairyman, a weekly Jour­ 
nal devoted to dairy farming, has 
the following to say of the Lang­ 
w ater Levity Guernseys in its issue 
of March 14th: 
"In May, 1919, Myron A. Wick, 
attended 
the 
National • Guernsey 
Breeders’ sale at Madison, N. J., hop­ 
ing to find among the consignments 
to this sale one or more truly great 
females to add to the few purebred 
Guernseys then In his herd at 9hut- 
tlewick Farms, near Cleveland, Ohio. 
"Because he wanted both type and 
producing ability the animal in this 
sale that pleased him most was the 
three-year old cow, Langwater Lev 
Ity. 
It Is worthy of note that this 
cow at th at time had no complete 
record and wag only a few months 
along with her first trial on test. 
"H er dam, Langwater Lilly, only 
had a very small record at this time, 
and even ber sire, who was later to 
become the famous much talked of 
Langwater Holliston. Was 
only 
a 
young and unknown bull of 
good 
breeding. 
In spite of all this she 
was purchased for w hat at that time 
was considered a Tong* price, 16,000. 
Many well wishing friends expressed 
their sympathy, but the purchaser 
‘stood pat’ to see the deal through. 
“ Levity was moved from Madison, 
N. J., to Cleveland, Ohio, and 
al­ 
though the weather was hot and the 
change walt very severe, a summary 
of her production shows it to have 
decreased 
very 
little 
during 
the 
move. 
She completed her A. R. test 
in February with final figures of 12.- 
785.90 pounds of milk and 662.15 
pounds of butterfat. 
She carried 
her calf 287 days, 
thereby 
easily 
qualifying for the doubts letter class. 
This record made her high cow in 
Class EK. 
"A nother interesting fact in con­ 
nection with this record is the calf 
that she carried while qualifying for 
double letter class, the future world’s 
champion in Class G, Shuttlewick 
Levity, sired by Langw ater Stead­ 
fast. 
“ In the fall of 1921 Levity 
was 
replaced in Class KE by her half 
sister, Early Dawn, another daugh 
ter of Langwater 
Holliston, 
and 
early in 1922 her daughter, Shuttle­ 
wick Levity, freshened as a junior 
2-year-old. 
Her first m onth’s pro­ 
duction was quite a disappointmenf 
to all concerned, she only 
having 
made 46 pounds of fat. 
The second 
month, however, proved that 
this 
was no measure of her ability, for in 
this month she made 68 pounds of 
fat. 
“She held up to this amount of fat 
then for several months, and in June 
she began to show an improvement. 
She gained steadily until 
October, 
when she reached her highest point 
of production, the figures being 1,- 
560 pounds of milk and 77.06 pounds 
of fat. 
She continued to hold out 
well for the entire year and finished 
with 15,896 pounds of milk and 804 
of fat, making her the highest cow 
in hor class (G) by almost 45 pounds.

But, after all, the one sure test of a 
hull is his progeny. Do they measure 
up to tin* standard for type and arc- 
they heuvy producers? 
Occasionally, 
there appears a bull whose prepotency 
is exceptional. 
The- uniform excel­ 
lence of his progeny stamp him us a 
truly great breeding bull. 
In such a

• ( A g r i c u l t u r e ) 
Because In certain or Its experi­ 
mental work It is necessary to use 
live animals, the United State* De­ 
partment (*f Agriculture has (rn vari­ 
ous occasions been accused of prac­ 
ticing unnecessary cruelty. 
Also It 
bus been blamed for permitting cruel­ 
ty In the handling of animal*, for 
example in transportation to market. 
Such accusation* are without reason­ 
able foundation, says Dr. John 
ll. 
Molder, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, who maintains that the de­ 
partment’* efforts have resulted in the 
prevention of suffering try million* of 
animals and human beings, 
In carrying on experimental work, 
particularly that which bas for Its ob­ 
ject 
the control of disease*, 
it 
Is 
necessary to use a few animals, but 
In most cases the suffering of the Hilb­ 
ert* Is negligible if there Is any at 
alt, 
Tf the objector* had had their' 
way the suffering among animals and 
human 
beings 
from 
many 
causes 
would now be Infinitely greater limn 
It Is 
this clear to those who wish to see. 
Clean Up Texas Fever. 
Previous lo UMX! the cuttle of our 
southern states, un area comprising 
about (50,(HJO squurc miles, were (Af­ 
fected with Texas fever, a disease 
which annually killed largo numbers 
and which so sickened the others that 
they becense poor and were relatively 
unprofitable ft* prod UC ar* of meat or 
milk. 
Scientists of the department, 
by the use of ii few cattle, discovered 
that tim disease was carried from un 
bual to animal by the blood-sucking 
cMttle tick, und the natural conclusion 
wa* that the eradication of the tick 
would 
mean 
the 
disappearance 
of 
Texas fever. 
This proved to he the 
case. 
The department almost Imme­ 
diately undertook the stupendous tusk 
of cleaning out the tick 
from 
tile 
herds of the South, und already nearly 
three-fourth* of the vust territory lins 
been cloured of it by dipping the cat­ 
tle at certain intervals In an arsenical 
solution nnd keeping them off Infested 
pastures until the ticks there have 
died. 
As h result, millions of cuttle 
have been permitted to live In health 
and. comfort und to provide whole­ 
some food. 
However, the greatest benefit from 
this discovery of tin* part played by 
the tick wus refleeted In the advance 
mude In human medicine. The knowl­ 
edge thut diseases could be carried by 
insects was new to medicine and Im­ 
mediately led medical men to consider 
the possibility that the sprout! of some 
of the tmUJJftig diseases of mankind 
iuJaln he eaplaipod lo tlfi* way. 
As 
a result of investigations In which two 
physicians deliberately sacrificed their 
own lives the dreaded yellow fever 
was found to be curried by a certain 
kind of mosquito and Control meas­ 
ures were developed which have prac­ 
tically wiped this plague off the face 
of the (Mirth. 
In the same manner It 
was found |x>**lble to control malaria, 
also carried by ii 
mosquito, and 
i i 
number of other devastating disease* 
have been found to be Insect-borne. 
Wa* the sacrifice of a few animals, 
and even human beings, worth while? 
It seems a needless question. 
Worked on Dogs and Sheep. 
Within the past few years a scien­ 
tist 
of the department, working on 
(lip control of internal parasites of do­ 
m estic iinlmids, in which work lie used 
dogs and sheep principally, found that 
a certain chemical wa* effective in re 
moving hookworms.

Paying no 
attention to the human family, was it 
right to Inconvenience a few dogs and j 
sheep to save millions of their kind j 
from an insidious pest against which 
they were helpless? 
One can Imagine 
a mighty chorus of burk* and bleats 
of approval. 
Each 
year, 
particularly 
on 
the 
western ranges, thousands of cattle, 
sheep nnd horses are killed or made 
very sick as a result of eating poison 
ous plants. 
Til order to determine the 
kinds and quantities of the plants 
which produce these terrible effects 
the Department of Agriculture hu< 
found It necessary to feed suspected 
plants to a few animals. 
Some of 
these unlucky animals suffer and a 
few of them dip, hut each year tin 
millions of live stock on the rancher 
of the west are safer from poisoning, 
for bulletins issued by the government 
Inform the ranchers of the dangerous 
plants so that they may eradicate them 
or keep their flocks and herds awny 
Ufoni places where they grow.

Such accusations are without reason­ 
able foundation, says Dr. John It. 
Mottler, chief of the bureau of animal 
Industry, who maintains that the de­ 
partment’s efforts have resulted In the 
prevention of suffering by millions of 
animals and human beings, 
In carrying on experimental work, 
particularly that which has for Its ob­ 
ject the control of diseases, It is 
necessary to use a few animals, but 
In most cases tile suffering of the sub­ 
jects is negligible lf there Is any at 
all. 
Tf the objectors had had their 
way the suffering among animals and 
human 
beings 
from 
many 
causes 
would now bo Infinitely greater than 
lf Is, 
A few- examples should make 
this clear to those who wish to see. 


Clean Up Texas Fever. 
Previous to 11)06 the cattle of our 
southern states, un area comprising 
about 750,000 square tulles, were af­ 
fected with Texas fever, a disease 
which annually killed large numbers 
and which so sickened the others that 
they became poor and were relatively 
unprofitable as producers of meat or 
milk. 
Scientists of the department, 
by the use of a few cattle, discovered 
I hat the disease was carried front an­ 
imal to iiulniul by the blood-sucking 
cattle tick, aud the natural conclusion 
was that the eradication of the tick 
would 
mean 
the 
disappearance of 
Texas fever, 
This proved to be the 
case. 
The department almost Imme­ 
diately undertook the stupendous tusk 
of cleaning out the tick from the 
herds of the South, and already nearly 
three-fourths of the vast territory lins 
been cleared of It by dipping the cat­ 
tle at certain Intervals In an arsenical 
solution and keeping them off infested 
pastures until the ticks there have 
died. 
As a result, millions of cattle 
have been permitted to live In health 
and. comfort und to provide whole­ 
some food. 
However, the greatest benefit from 
ibis discovery of the part played by 
the tick was reflected In the advance 
made In human medicine. The knowl­ 
edge that diseases could be carried by 
insects was new to medicine and Im­ 
mediately led medical mon to consider 
the possibility that tile spread of some 
of the tmlfljpig diseases of mankind 
juJsdd he eikplalped In thb* way. 
As 
a result of Investigations In which two 
physicians deliberately sacrificed their 
own lives the dreaded yellow fever 
was found to be carried by a certain 
kind of mosquito tutti control meas­ 
ures w ere developed which have prac­ 
tically wiped this plague off the face 
of the earth. 
In the same manner It 
was found possible to control malaria, 
also carried by a mosquito, and a 
number of other devastating diseases 
have been found to he insect-borne. 
Was the sacrifice of a few animals, 
and even human beings, worth while? 
Tt seems a needless question. 


W orked on Dogs and Sheep. 
Within the past few years a scien­ 
tist of the department, working on 
the control of internal parasites of do­ 
mestic animals, in which work lie used 
dogs and sheep principally, found that 
a certain chemical was effective In re­ 
moving hookworms. 
His discovery is 
proving a 
great comfort 
to many 
thousands of animals, perhaps mil­ 
lions. 
But more 
medical 
Investiga­ 
tors took it up and reports received 
from almost every corner of the world 
show that this cheap chemical Is the 
most effective treatment now known 
for fighting the hookworm disease of 
him iit beings which weakens and de­ 
presses millions of people, 
raying no 
attention to the human family, was it 
right to Inconvenience a few dogs and 
sheep to save millions of their kind 
from an insidious pest against which 
they were helpless? 
One can imagine 
a mighty chorus of harks and bleats 
of approval. 
Each 
year, 
particularly 
on 
the 
western ranges, thousands of cattle, 
sheep and horses are killed or made 
very sick as a result of eating poison­ 
ous plants. In order to determine the 
kinds and quantities of tile plants 
which produce these terrible effects 
the Department of Agriculture has 
found it necessary to feed suspected 
plants to a few animals. 
Some of 
these unlucky animals suffer and a 
few of them dip, hut each year the 
millions of live stock on tile ranches 
of the west are safer from poisoning, 
for bulletins Issued by the government 
Inform the ranchers of the dangerous 
plunts so that they may eradicate them 
or keep their flocks and herds away 
atom places where they grow. 
The list of benefits from animal ex­ 
perimentation could be lengthened al 
raoflt Indefinitely, and iii many in­ 
stances more thau the Indirect eco­ 
nomic benefit has 
accrued 
to 
the 
banian race. 
The battle against ani­ 
mal tuberculosis has cost the lives of 
many of our domestic creatures, hut 
there are now large aretes free of this 
age-old plague and new counties un 
J being added to the free list at fro 
| quent intervals.

The Department of Agriculture la

for tile human handling of domestic 
animals. The federal enactment kxrawn 
us tiu* t Wenty-cight-lmur law. enforced 
by the department, provides that -ani­ 
mals being shipped to m a r k e t must 
not la* kept on curs more than 28 
hours without unloading for watering 
and feeding and rest. 
Although tin* 
department receives an appropriation 
of only $25,OOO a year for this work. 
it has done much to increase tile com­ 
fort of animals on tin* way to tile 
markets. Within tho past tlnve years, 
according to Dr. Molder, violations of 
this law have been cut in half. Deaths 
of stock In transit huve been reduced 
to considerably less than I per cent 
and traveling Inspectors report much 
better conditions of handling, feeding 
and 
watering. 
The railroads have 
paid heavy fines and are making de­ 
termined efforts to have their em­ 
ployees comply strictly with the law. 
It Is now rare to s»*e cars of live stock 
shunted between two rows of box cars
